of becoming la\%-abiding and

citizens. Events and Incidents during 
tho World ^Var proved conclusively 
that we nJieady havo too manv or this 
class to whom wo extended an open 
hand ot ueU-ome onlv to tiave our 
hospitality abused, our laws disobey- 
ed-and the authoilty of tli» sov-ern- 
nicnt (loutud. 
Against Uio .TdroJsslon 


oC such wc have c\ory right to close 
tho floor, and the country has demand- 
ed that Congress net accordingly. 


Further, there are very cogent rea- 


sons why, at Ihis tlino, it would bo un- 
wise to relax our immlKration laws to 
^euch an extent that the Influx would

United Stntas h^s for any increase 
in the number of its workers. Wo havo 
done our full share In helping the 
war-torn countries of Eutope begin 
their rec-oveiy from, tha 
paralyzing 


Bnocke of tho war and are gtil! ready 
to extend any form of aid that may 
yot bo neeied, but It will not holp 
Europe lo rebuild 'he wastes ot war, 
nor will tt help tho United States to 
return to the conditions of nr.aro time, 
to have our shores Qoodori with immi- 
grants to whom no employment could 
be given and who would ho without 
resources to sustain thcm.snlve-i. 


If change is made in the existing 


Immigration law, which was matlo ef- 
fective for one year from last spring 
as a temporary measure, It should bo 
In tho direction of malclns tho princi- 
ple of rigid restriction permanent.
